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Tue great and growing need for asserting 
and emphasizing the fundamental verities of 
the Gospel of God has lead the 
Alliance to embark on a special 
winter campaign for the Re-state- 
ment of Fundamental Truths, in four distinct 
areas of the Metropolitan district. 

Anti-Christian developments grow apace, and 
the advocates of theological crusades against 
the old landmarks wax more and more bold. 

The effect of this on young believers and on 
untrained minds is sadly harmful, as many facts 
indicate and prove. 

The call for direct effort to counteract the 
march of error and to establish perplexed and 
wavering minds in the faith of Christ is urgent, 
and it is in answer to what is felt to be a 
distinct call from God that the Alliance is thus 
moving.

Our Income—and Expenditure. 
A Confidential Chat with our Supporters. 


At the end of another year, although not the 
close of gur financial year, a few words may con- 
veniently be said regarding Alliance finance. 

It is not necessary to remind members and 
subscribers that during the past three years the 
home and foreign work of the Evangelical Alliance 
has been steadily increasing. Through this maga- 
ine, and at times by personal letter, our frends 
have received information concerning new phases 
of our efforts. (uickened energies are at work 
making it evident that the mission of the Alliance 
to the Churches of to-day is in points of importance 
and opportunity even greater than that of past years. 

Along the lines of its stated objects no other 
society 1s doing the work of the Evangelical 
Alhance. Its mission of maintaining and mani- 
festing a platform of spiritual unity is in itself a 
great one, and was the primary reason for its being 
called into existence ve believe by the direct will 
and operations of Gog the Holy Spirit—in 1846. 

Its other well-known objects have engaged, and 
are still actively engaging its attention, in some 
directions more closely than hitherto. Recent 
years and the solemn features of the present times 
have demonstrated new channe/s for Alliance effort 
which the Council, guided by God, have not dared 
to overlook. 

The result is that the Alliance has reached the 
time when it must either press forward with its 
important testimony and work more adeguately 
supplied with funds to meet necessarily increased 
evpenditure, or else ignore and lose the oppor- 
tunities before it. thus curtailing its usefulness. 

The question arises, “ What can be done 

A few words on the sources of Alliance income 
will serve to answer the question and suggest a 
possible and practical response. . 

1. SUBSCRIPTIONS. In earlier years member- 
ship with the Evangelical Alliance was constituted 
by the payment of a general subscription of £1 Is. 


per annum, which included the magazine. But of | 


recent years, in order not to shut out the humblest 


child of God from fellowship with the Alliance, the 
minimum subscription was reduced to 2s. 6d., includ. 
ing this magazine Many think this subscription too 
small, but some there are who cannot pay more, 
and to lose their prayers and fellowship in the great 
work of the Alliance, because of an enhanced sub- 
scription, which they could not pay, would be a 
disaster. The Council do not desire such an 
issue. 

But, on the other hand, probably through not 
realizing our growing needs, many contribute the 
minimum subscription, or little more, who would 
not be inconvenienced if, as in earlier days, their 
obligation was much greater. even (is. 

The Council, with confidence, ask all who can 
do so to double the amount of their subscription. 
and thus open a new source of income necessary at 
once for ever-extending usefulness. 

2. DONATIONS. Of recent years there bas been 
an increase in annual donations. 

The Council are thank ſul that the practical work 
of the Alliance is becoming more widely known. 
They can but wait on God to lay it upon the hearts 
of many more to thus contribute. 

3. INVESTMENTS. No income, beyond / 40 per 
annum, is obtainable from invested funds ; present 
investments only representing the small amount of 


life subscriptions ; a balance from another source, 


£600, being earmarked for possible liabilities under 


the lease of the Alliance House, which is not the 
property of the Alhance. 

On the other hand, the Alliance has no debts of 
any kind, and the Council recognize their obliga- 
tion to keep the annual expenditure as far as possible 
within the income. 

Thus it will be seen that the future demands 
anxious enquiry. The same Lord who has 
sustained the Alliance through its sixty years’ 
campaign can so touch the hearts of His children 
that all needs may be fully met. 

The Council hope that the Alliance may find 
more interest in /egacies, and they earnestly com- 
mend every detail of its tesyimony, and work as 
worthy of endowment through this channel. 
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Persecution in Turkey. 


The Case of Rev. Nazaret Heghaian. 


THE Evangelical Alliance has been called upon 
to take prompt action in endeavours to secure 


the release from prison in Constantinople of 


Rev. Nazaret Heghnian, minister of one of the 
three Protestant Armenian Churches in Marash, 
Cilicia. 

The case is an extraordinary one, calling for 
an appeal to the British Foreign Office. Briefly 
stated, the facts, taken from a statement which the 
Council of the Evangelical Alliance have forwarded 
to Sir Edward Grey, are as follows :— 

Rev. Nazaret Heghnian, after a college course 
at Aintab in 1893, graduated from the Theologica! 
Seminary at Marash. He was ordained Pastor 
over the Third Evangelical Church of Marash, and 
served in that capacity over ten years. Desiring 
to continue theological study in Scotland, he 
appealed to the Imperial Government for per- 
mission to go abroad, and secured a regular 
passport. He completed two years’ study in the 
New College of the United Free Church at Edin 
burgh, and was prepared to return as Pastor to his 
‘Church at Marash. On the request of the Evan- 
gelical Churches of Marash, however, he remained 
in Scotland some months longer, and with the 
approval of Dr. Marcus Dods, of New College, 
and other professors of the Scottish Universities. 
solicited funds on behalf of the Boys’ High School 


in Marash, an institution ſor many years under the 


management of the Evangelical Churches of that 
city. A few weeks ago his passport was viséd by 
the nearest Turkish Consul, and the passport thus 
viséd was shown to the Turkish Consul-General in 
London, who pronounced it correct. Mr. Heghnian

arrived in Constantinople on Tuesday, October 1st, 
by the Constanza boat, and was taken to the 
Zaltich Kapousou lead Police Office), was put 
in prison, and no communication with him has 
been allowed. 

The American missionaries at Marash and all his 
teachers know that he has never been involved in 
any objectionable connections, and has always 
been a loyal and faithful subject of the Turkish 
Government. His life as a preacher for more than 
ten years in Marash has been known to all, and his 
course in Scotland has been approved by Ur. 
Marcus Dods, President of the New College, and 
other representative men. All his friends in Marash 
and in Scotland would gladly give the highest 
testimonials on his behalf, We feel that his case 
is urgent and that opportunity should be secured 
to assure the Imperial (,overnment of the correct 
ness of the man’s purposes and actions. We 
earnestly beg His Excellency, the British Ambas- 
sador, to use his good offices in order to secure the 
earliest possible examination of the case. 

In soliciting funds for the High School in Marash, 
Mr. Heghnian acted according to the request of 
the Churches in Marash ; he solicited funds with 
the approval of his teachers in Scotland, and 
whatever sum 1s collected is in the keeping of the 
Scotch Committee. 

At a later date we may be in a position to 
publish correspondence and further details. For 
the present it must suffice to state that the Council 
have received a reply from Sir Edward (irey, 
stating that the Foreign Office is in communication 
with H.M. British Ambassador at Constantinople.

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RELIGIOUS liberty is defined as the right to 
worship God according to the dictates of one’s own 
conscience, free from compulsion by State or 
Church for both combined. 
This individual liberty is an inalienable right 
givén of God when He created man in His own 
The necessities of social order and 
—— whether in the family, society, or the 
State, require certain well-understood limitations 
but the right to think and to have one’s own 
convictions, and to be held individually responsible 
to God alone for whatever relates to spiritual life, 
is a God-given right. On this principle alone can 


man be held responsible to either human or divine 


law, as to his moral character. The race is 
redeemed as individuals, and each soul must have 


its individual! chance as a free moral agent. 
Webster was once asked what he considered the 
greatest thought that could possess the human 
mind, and he replied, “ Man's individual responsi- 
bility to God.” In the theological world there 
have been great -discussions concerning the 
sovereignty of God, on the one hand, and freedom 
of the human will, on the other, but in all these 
discussions two things have been held on both 
sides of the controversy, that man is responsible 
for his character as a free moral agent, and that in 
meeting that responsibility he must have freedom 
of thought and action. No pope, or king, or 
church can rightfully deprive a human soul of this 
liberty. 

In the early centuries of the Christian era 
religious liberty received its greatest blow, when 
the Church was made the state religion of the 
Roman empire. It is impossible for human words 
to express the calamities which have come to, and 
which still hamper, the Christian Church because 
of that unfortunate alliance. That the infant 
Church in 300 years should have grown from a 
despised sect to have such influence and power 
in the Empire as to secure its full protection and 
recognition was indeed marvellous, and when at 
Milan, Constantine, the “ first Christian emperor,” 
issued his edict that Christians should have the

same religious liberty as Pagans, he was indeed 
the instrument of Cod. If only he had stopped 
there, and the Church had remained disentangled 
from the Empire and gone forward with her 
spiritual work, and kept free from the corrupting 
influences sure to come where State and Church 
are allied, how vastly different would have been 
the result. But Constantine saw a political power 
in the Church to be used for the strengthening of 
the Empire. His vision, in which legend tells us 
he saw the cross in the heavens, and seeing it, 
said, In this sign conquer,” was the vision of a 
far-seeing statesman, interested in the Empire 


‘rather than in the Church. His personal attitude 


towards the Christian Church may have been 
friendly, but he little dreamed that he was to fasten 
upon the body of Christ, on the earth, relations 
with the Empire which were to lead to the develop- 
ment within the Church of unholy ambition, 
intrigue, and corruption, which were to increase 
and multiply with the centuries. The increase of 
intelligence and the advance of Christian civiliza- 
tion have largely liberated the Church. The 
entanglements of the body of Christ, because of 
its organic relations with national life, form one 
of the very chief barriers to its progress among 
men. This is illustrated by the present status of 
the Church in Russia, and in the religious life of 
Roman Catholic countries where Church and State 
are united, and in questions at issue between State 
and Church even in this powerful Protestant 
country of Great Britain. 

The progress of religious liberty throughout the 
world, especially during the last century, has indeed 
been marvellous. The right of religious liberty is 
recognized in the constitutions of all civilized © 
governments, and in every land the issue is clear 
and distinct that man has a right to individual 
liberty of thought and freedom in the worship of 
God. Everywhere progress is being made. In 
countries where Roman Catholicism is the State 
religion, as a rule, the constitutions guarantee 
religious liberty. On this provision liberal and 


Protestant forces in each country have taken their © 
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stand, and claim that the right to worship God 
according to ag conscience carries with it the 
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right of proper manifestations or forms of worship. 
The advance s certain, and year by year new 
victories are being gained over the protests and 
intrigues of Jesuitical statecraft. The trouble lies 
in the penal codes of these countries. Some of 
these codes have been enacted in the spirit of the 
worst days of the Spanish Inquisition, bet ſortu- 
nately the spirit of liberty abroad in these lands, 
represented by an increasing multitude of intelli- 
gent and progressive people, makes the enforce- 
ment of these laws well nigh impossible, except 
in rare cases. The number of liberal-minded 
officials, especially those high in authority, in these 
countries is growing daily, who, if issues are made 
under laws which forbid religious liberty, are 
defeating their execution. One by one these laws, 
which are an offence to the intelligence of our age, 
are being repealed, and, with the advance of 
evangelical life and political power in these 
countries, these codes one by one must disappear. 

In Mohammedan countries the inexorable laws 
against Christianity are being gradually relaxed, 
or, through the diplomatic pressure of the intelligent 
world, are not being enforced. This movement is 
sure to have a vast growth in the near future. 
Two years ago there met in Cairo a congress of 
missionary workers among the Mohammedans of 
the world. That meeting was illustrative of the 
tremendous fact that the whole Christian world is 
uniting its thought and plans upon missionary 
movements among the Mohammedans as never 
before. The result will be a great extension of 
the rights and privileges of religious liberty, 
where, for many centuries, Mohammedan fanatic- 
ism, backed by legal provisions, has made liberty 
impossible. 

One of the great factors in the promotion of 
religious liberty throughout the world, during the 
past sixty years, has been this Evangelical Alliance. 
It has stood for united, intelligent, prayerful, 
practical methods; and has commanded the 
respect and co-operation of representatives of all 
sections of the Christian Church, It has com- 
manded the respect of all lovers of liberty 
throughout the world, who have not fully accepted 
its evangelical doctrines centring in Christ as the 
Saviour of man. This Alliance has also commanded 
the respect of representatives of governments, 
irrespective of their religious views, because of its 
wise and persistent loyalty to the rights of 


religious liberty to peoples of every race and belief. 


The work of the past sixty years is but a beginning. 
The experiences of the past as to methods of work 
will strengthen and greatly increase its ‘efficiency 
for the future. .On the other hand, the growth of 
religious liberty each succeeding year throughout 


the world will open wider and wider opportunities 
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for the helpful co-operation of the Alliance in the 
increasing number of places where its aid may be 
sought. 

It is to be hoped that this Jubilee celebration 
will give a tremendous impulse to the growth of 
the Alliance in membership. 

I have a profound conviction that this Diamond 
Jubilee should be made memorable by this 
Alliance calling upon the Protestant nations of the 
world, to ask that their subjects should receive the 
same religious liberty in Roman Catholic and other 
countries which Protestant nations extend to 
subjects of all other governments, no matter what 
their religious belief. Such a distinct and positive 
note spoken by this Alliance would be received 
with joy by every evangelical Christian and lover 
of liberty round the whole world. To the Alliance 
itself it would be a great step in advance, and give 
a common ground upon which lovers of freedom 
could rally everywhere, and increase their influence 
and power. 

One of the greatest hindrances to the advance 
of religious liberty is the lack of information among 
the peoples of Protestant nations, like the United 
States and Great Britain, where religious liberty ts 
universal. It is amazing how large a proportion 
of the Protestants, for example, of these countries 
do not know to what extent they would be deprived 
of their religious liberty if they lived in Roman 
Catholic countries. They do not know, and often 
hesitate to believe when told by reputable witnesses, 
of the persecutions being enacted in these days in 
such countries. Not long since a Roman Catholic 

i demanded of his people to bring to him 
some Bibles in Santa Cruz, Madeira Islands, and 
on Sunday morning, after the services, he denounced 
the books as being seditious and wicked, and then, 
in the presence of his people, burned them in the 
park in front of the church. The denial of marriage 
outside of the priest, of proper burial of the dead 
by Protestant ntes, of the holding of Protestant 
public services, and scores of other privileges which 
are accorded without question in Protestant 
countries to peoples of all faiths, is to-day a fact 
among millions of civilized and Christian people 
where Roman Catholic Jesuitism rules in connec- 
tion with the State. 

Such a key-note as I have indicated, from this 
Jubilee conference, would be especially helpful to 


,all liberal Christian movements in Roman Catholic 


and Mahommedan lands. One of the great en- 
couragements, as to the progress of religious 
liberty, is that in these countries the number is 
multiplying not only of individuals, but of groups 
of intelligent, earnest men and women, who not 
only long for but are determined to help secure full 
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Evangelical Alliance and the 


Tus Royal Albert Hall was filled to its utmost 
capacity on October 31st by an audience repre- 
senting all Churches and many Missionary Societies 
assembled to celebrate the centenary of Protestant 
Missions in China. 

It was one of the most inspiring and important 
missionary demonstrations of recent years. As 
one of our contemporaries has said, It was the 
greatest united missionary meeting ever held in 
this country.” 

The success of this great gathering was largely 
due to the wisdem and initiative of the Kev. 
J. H. Ritson, one of the Secretaries of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, who recently visited 
the Shanghai Missionary Conference as a delegate 
from the Bible Society, and it is to Mr. Ritson that 
we, as an Alliance, owe the fact that the Evan- 
gelical Alliance was allowed to share in the 
official programme. 

So much has been written in the secular and 
religious Press concerning this great gathering 


that it is only necessary for us briefly to refer to 


the occasion. 


The speeches were of a high order, commencing - 


with an eloquent address by the Chairman, the 
Marquis of Northampton, setting forth the results 
of missionary work in China during the past one 
hundred years. In the course of the address he 
said that “100 years ago there was no Protestant 
Christian in the Chinese Empire. In 1860 there 
were only 1,000 Church members ; but seven years 
ago the numbers had leaped up to 90,000, and at 
the present time there were some 750,000 souls 
the Christian community in China. Robert 
Morrison, the first Protestant missionary in China, 
was obliged to confine his labours to Canton ; and 
in 1860 the 100 missionaries who were then in 
China were all residing in the five treaty ports. 
| Now there were 3,800 missionaries and missionaries’ 
wives at work, scattered throughout every pro- 
vince, while there were 10,000 Chinese Protestant 
Christians teaching, preaching, and working in the 


hospitals. A hundred years @go no part of the 
Word of God was printed in Chinese. Now a 
Testament in Mandarin could be bought for 2d 
and the Bible Society circulated annually by sale 
over 1,000,000 copies. During the past thirty years 
over twenty-six millions of Christian books and

tracts had been isswed in Chinese. China was no 
longer asleep, and her doors were no longer shut | 
and the millions of China were stretching out their 
hands for the knowledge which we possessed and 
to which we owed our national greatness. It was 
a golden opportunity for missionary work.” 

The Rt. Hon. Sir Ernest Satow, C. C M. 
formerly H.M. Minister at Peking, was to have 
been one of the speakers, but, being unavoidably 
absent, he sent a letter which was read by Bishop 
Ingham. We noted the following striking 
passage 

“ Of the good works wrought by the misstonates 
in China apart from Christianizing the people, 
such as the establishment of hospitals and schools 
and the diffusion of knowledge among al! classes. 
what need is there to speak? These things are 
known to every foreign resident in China. I do 
not share the opinion of those who think that our 
missionaries require to be shown how to carry on 
their work. It seems obvious that those who have 
spent the greater part of their lives among the 
Chinese people understand better how to approach 
them than those of us who have never set foot in 
the country. What is wanted is more workers and 
more money for their support. That is the main 
thing needful. Lastly, the spirit of unity which 
animates the different missionary bodies in China, 
as was manifested at the conference held last sum 
mer at Shanghai, is of good augury for the future. 
In the Far East the Church of England and the 
Free Churches have agreed to sink their differences 
in the presence of the common foe. Would that 
we at home could follow their example.” 

Addresses followed by Dr. Wardlaw Thompson 
(Chairman elect Congregational Union, Kev. 
J. H. Ritson, Rev. Lord Wm. Gascoyne ‘ecil 
(Rector of Hatfield), and Kev. Canon Stuart of 
Canterbury. 

A pleasing feature of he evening's programme 
was the exhibition by limelight lantern of a number 
of messages, telegrams, and the following Mani 
festo, proposed, seconded, and carried by limelight. 


MANIFESTO. 
“The undersigned, associated with Missionary 
Societies working in China, desire to cal! the 
attention of their fellow-Christians in Great Britain 
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and Ireland to the exceptional openings now 
presented for all forms of Christian work, and 
especially for extending CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 
in China. They believe that the opportunity is 
unique in the history of the world, that it probably 
will continue only for a very limited time, and that 
its neglect would be disastrous to the best interests 
not merely of the Empire of China, but of the 
continent of Asia. They, therefore, intreat those 
who believe that righteousness exalteth a nation 
to come forward promptly to the assistance of the 
Missionary Societies which are desirous of pushing 
forward the Educational branch of Missionary 
enterprise, but are hampered by the lack of MEN 
and WOMEN of adequate educational attainments, 


and by the lack of MEANS for their maintenance 
in the Field. 

“For personal service they appeal to Christian 
Students in our Colleges and Universities.” 
Among the messages was one from the Evan- 
Vice-President, Lord Kinnaird, as follows 
„The Evangelical Alliance joins China mis- 
sionaries la rendering thanks to God for 200 
years of successful work. We expect great 
blessing in the near future. ‘Pray without 
ceasing.’ 

The meeting closed with the singing of the 
Te Deum by the whole audience, and the Benedic- 
tion given by the Bishop of Croydon.

Bible School at Berlin was visited by the Rev. F. B. 
Meyer, who is able to report encouragingly of the 
work in progress. In a recent communication Mr. 
Meyer says 

“I had the pleasure of visiting the Bible 
School one morning. I was most warmly 
received by the President and his wife 
and staff, and partook of refreshments kindly 
provided. I then met the students, between 
twenty and thirty in number, and addressed them

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Religious Liberty in Portugal. 


A RECENT letter from Kev. K. H. Moreton agent 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society at Oporto 
conveys most important news of advancing toler. 
ance and religious liberty in Portugal. 

We quote in full from this letter. After referring 
to the Week of Prayer, Mr. Moreton says :— 

And now I have an interesting case to report. 
You are always ready to help us in our troubles. 
it is only fair that you should share our joys. 

“A very frequent form of persecution in this 
country is for the local priests in the provinces to 
hand over the colporteurs of the Bible Society to 
the local authorities for ion. ‘Then follow 
imprisonment and the detention of the books ; and 
if something is not done, serious injustice is the 
result. The legal authorities being rather ignorant 
on religious questions, are too apt to be led away 
by the priests, and then political bias will some- 
times make them willing instruments, although the 
converse may be also true. But there has been 
no strong, convincing pronouncement on the part 
of the upper authorities, sufficient to stop these 
oppressive acts at she beginning. 

“ Regeathy a case in point occurred at Elvas, a 
fortified town lying to the west of Badajoz. The 
colporteur, José Alexandre, was let out on bail, 
while my son, the sub-agent for Lisbon of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, appealed to the 
* Relacdo’ (a superior court) in Lisbon, against the 
committal for trial. At the request of Rev. J. H. 
Ritson (Sec.) I went to Lisbon on the 8th inst. 
to afford help in this important crisis, and came 
away convinced that the case was in good hahds, 
and that our many prayers. were about to be 
answered. The three judges appointed for October 
to revise such cases are reliable men for their in- 
dependence and love of liberty, and our friend, Dr. 
José Trindade Coelho, who occupies an important 
official pusition, was ready to bring his influence 
to bear, with his large and accurate acquaintance 
with such subjects. | 

“The result was that on the ioth inst. 
the colporteur was ‘despronunciado’ by a de- 
claration of ‘no case.’ I have been waiting to 
get the document as published in the official 
gazette of the law courts, but it has not yet 
arrived, and so I send this on without further 
delay. I may be able to supply you with a 
full translation, but may say, in brief, that the 
document repels the accusation of ‘propaganda’ in 
connection with copies of the Scriptures which 
reprodyce the Roman Catholic text itself. It also 
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holds that even if they were Protestant books, pure 
and simple, the Constitution forbids persecution on 
the ground of religious belief, and therefore books 
for the use of l’rotestants may lawfully be exposed - 
for sale. An appeal to the Council of Trent is 
brushed away by the declaration that |’ortuguese 
legislation subsequent to that Council overrides 
all the prescriptions of the latter, and that the 
country will hold its own. This is enough to show 
that the document is interesting reading, and | will 
supply it to you as soon as | can. 

In connection with my investigations, I called 
on the Protestant officer who is in charge of the 
Red Cross department (Major Ferreira), an earnest 
Protestant, who takes a very lively interest in these 
questions. | asked him whether the present course 
of action was in his view the right one, and he 
replied, I don’t merely say that it is the right one, 
but that the Bible Society ought to have started on 
this course twenty years ago.’ 

“I also called to see Dr. Trindade Coelho, whom 
I found full of sympathy, and ready to do all he 
could for the furtherance of religious liberiy. He 
would do all he could in the present case, and has 
fulfilled his pledge. I need hardly say that he has 
been attacked most violently for his strong ro 
testant attitude in his ‘Manual of the lortuguese 
Citizen, the book from which I quoted at the 
International Conference of the Alliance last 
July. You may not know that as | sat down on 
that occasion Bishop Hartzell begged me to let 
him have the book, so important did he see it to 
be. My son had told Dr. Coelho this fact, and he 
was much cheered by it. In fact, anything in 
foreign print expressing approval of his work is a 
comfort to him, and he would very much like to 
have a copy of your Report of the last Alliance 
meetings, if he is referred to in it. a 


And while | am referring to progress in general, 
I may add that our work is steadily extending into 
the villages, where the priests have got tired of 
opposing us by violence; and among er helpers 
are a law student and his wife at the University of 
Coimbra. He has already passed his LL.B., and 
gladly gives his Sundays to evangelization, with 
his wife to help him.

From Temuco, Chili, the Rev. C. A. Sadleir, of 
the South American Missionary Society, sends the 


following letter 
Although never having had the joy of mecting 


you face’ to face, as each year goes by the call to 


the Universal Week of Prayer,and the participation 
in it, brings us into direct relations by word of 
letter, community of interest, and spiritual co- 
operation. I have not been able to push the 
observance of the Week of Prayer as | have 
wished to, but have sought to get other pastors 
interested, and in our Mission we have observed it 
at both stations, and trust it will ever hold a fore- 
most place in our year’s work. I am secking to 
do what I can towards the unity of believers and 
their organizations in this land, and expect to be 
home next year to lecture on some of the points of 
difference between Christians and the Churches. 
Not in any New Theology, but in fuller light from 
above upon the old truths contained in God's Holy 
Book, and in a common experience of its illumin- 
ating and quickening power, may we hope to 
see the Lord's own of ‘one mind and of one 
soul’ ‘striving together for the defence of the 
Gospel.’ Desire will pave the way for this, and 
desire, God-directed, is prayer ‘uttered or un- 
expressed.’ How heartily, then, I associate myself 
in the call to prayer for 1908 I need not further 
assure you. | 

“ Whilst in London, I hope to call at the Alliance 
House. I wish we had a branch of the Alliance 
here in Chili. How sad the divisions which exist 
are, and many tens of thousands of Romanists will 
not listen to the Gospel, for they are confounded 
by the dissensions and even by the divisions amony 
the Evangelical workers amongst them. ‘Unum 
corpus sumus in Christo, and this evidently has a 
distinct meaning to being of One Spirit (Eph. iv. 4, 
One body and one spirit). And as the body is 
the means of self-manifestation in the material 
world, this fact involves the unity of every means of 
manifestation of the Church of Christ in the world. 
Here and elsewhere in the foreign field (‘at the 
front’) we see and suffer from the effects of a want 
of unity of organization, more even than it is 
possible for you to do in the more elaborate com- 
plexity of church work at home. But the unity of 
organization must proceed from the One Spirit (as 
in the case of our. physical frame), or it will be 
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artificial. And amongst us who accept the livine 
definition, ‘the Spirit is the truth,’ whilst we pray 
shall we not also labour ‘for the truth's sake, trust- 
ing Him to guide us into ALL the truth '? 

“ After nineteen centuries of His promise to do 
so, Christians cannot convince one another on vita 
questions from lack of His manifested power and 
wisdom, so our revivals are partial and our hopes 
fail of fruition. Dear brother, shall we not be 
stirred up to pray and get others to pray for ‘ the 
manifestation of the truth’ amongst us as never 
before ? (2 Cor. iv: 1, 2). Oh, for an ardent impel! 
ing love for the truth on the part of (iod's dear 
children at home and abroad, constraining to seek, 
constraining to impart, united to a meekness and 
lowliness of heart which can invite others to learn 
of us without their feeling an antagonism to us 
because of any self-assertion on out part (Matt. «„ 
20 One can count on one’s fingers questions 
which if settled would unite the Churches, and sei 
them er for the glorious work of ‘ hasting the 
coming’ which the Master has committed to them. 
ve shall know the truth, and the truth shall make 
you free.’ May | ask for your prayers that in a 
course of lectures on disputed points in theology, 
which D. V. I shall give in Canada and the home 
lands next year, ‘a little child shall lead them.’ It 
is as one stich | have learnt at Jesus feet the solu. 
tion of some problems—solutions which, in private 
conversations, Romists, High Anglicans, Low 
Churchmen, Presbyterians, Methodists, Haptists, 
and others have not been able to deny. Is this 
not the promise for us, I will give you a mouth 
and wisdom, which all your adversaries shall not 
be able to withstand or to gainsay’? Oh, to be 
more filled with wisdom, as Stephen was. because 
one like him is filled with the Holy Ghost 

“As one unknown to you, except by name, | 
have thought that a line in the above spirit would 
be acceptable when returning you the signed in- 
vitation. I would that time were at my disposal 
to write more at length, but the superintendence of 
this Indian Mission among a people (aboriginal) 
scattered, like the farmersof North-Western Canada, 
over a great area, and at the same time in contact 
with civilization in the numerous towns which are 
springing up as if by magic on the line of railway 
which traverses the land end which has brought an 
unrestrained liquor traffic with it, this work gives 
me little leisure for even official correspondence. 
Thank God we are seeing souls brought from 
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darkness to light ; several of the leading chiefs have 
been converted; portions of the Scriptures trans 
lated and published; school work undertaken ; 
protection afforded to the Indian in many cases 
against Corrupt judges and Government employees. 
land-stealing by wholesale and retail by (;overn- 
ment, societies, settlers, and private individuals ; 
scholars visited and districts evangelized. Roman- 
ism is the national religion, state assisted, as 
probably you know, and they are determined to off- 
set, if possible, all our efforts. Some other Churches 
are working amongst the Chilians, but our Mission 
is the only Protestant effort amongst the Indians, 
am glad to say, as it is sufficient for them to be 
ted by such a contradiction of creeds as 
that between the original simplicity of their own 
religious ideas based on nature and dreams, and the 
innumerable semi-divinities, ritual ceremonies and 
disguised licence of modern Romanism, assisted 
by infidelity and open robbery amongst their con- 
querors. God grant that they may in greater 
numbers embrace the truth as it is in Jesus, which 
we are seeking to present to them in its purity 
and saving power. We ask your prayers for this 
thoroughly Evangelical Mission. With sincere

Nicaragua. 

Writing from Harata (via Bluefields,) Nicaragua, 
Rev. G. R. Heath says 

“Enclosed I send (for the second time) the 
‘Week of Prayer invitation, signed. The last one 
I sent must have crossed your note to me; I hope 
one or the other will still arrive in time. Postal 
arrangements are very bad north of Bluefields. | 
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think you will receive several other signatures 
from this coast this year. As far as I know, all 
our missionaries observe the Week of Prayer, but 
not all, I believe, have daily services. Except in 
two cases, our stations are far apart from one 
another ; but in Bluefields there is also an Anglican 
congregation, to the minister of which I sent one 
of your duplicate invitations. 

“ The other enclosure will doubtless interest you 
deeply. Two years ago we Moravians sent out a 
circular, asking whether the different missions 
could not come into closer contact in any way. 
Only a few replied, so we let the matter drop. 
ishop Ormsby, however, who sympathized 
strongly wi with our suggestion, then took the lead 

pushing the idea of co-operation. I do not 
know yet what response his Christian Union 
ircular has met with my work does not permit 
me to travel in the other republics; but as far as | 
can make out, the chief obstacles to closer union 
are the objections raised by certain Anglicans to 
working along with non-Episcopalians, and on the 
other hand, the strong anti-Anglican spirit shown

means of communication in these countries is 
another serious obstacle to co-operation. Yet to 
me, personally, it is perfectly clear that if we are 
to make real progress in the evangelization of 
Central America we shall have to go to work 
unitedly and systematically, instead of in the 


more closely similar te that of our own Evangelical 
Alliance, but it is not impossible that if this 
Christian Union once gets started, it may gradually 
move into organic connection with the Evangelical 
Alliance—at least so it seems tome. Meanwhile 
will you pray for us? Both the Indian heathen 
and the Spanish nominal Christians in these 
republics need the Gospel very greatly, to say 
nothing of the necessity of working among the 
Creole and other immigrants. - And though our 
field is one of the smaller ones in the world’s 
harvest, yet the labourers are in terrible dispropor- 
tion even here. If England and America would 
take the matter up seriously, it ought to be easy 


say Amgland and America, for England can 
scarcely escape her special responsibility towards 
Central America as long as she owns a part of it. 

I have been greatly interested in the reports of 
the recent International Conference in London. 
Such gatherings do a great deal to strengthen our 
faith and love, and, above all, to remove the one- 
sidedness which | have noticed in many places 
where there was no contact with believers of other 
nations. 

“A thought has been on my mind for long 
which I pass on to you for whatever it may be 
worth. You have an Alliance Bible School in 
Berlin which is doing good work: why not a 
first-class Alliance Theological College in London 
for candidates for both home and foreign service 
So many of the instructors in denominational 
colleges are unsound on Biblical and doctrinal 
questions, while, on the other hand, in many of the 
excellent training institutes for preachers ard 
missionaries opportunities seem to be lacking for 
attaining to the highest scholarship, that there 
would appear to me to be a decided need for such 
a college. Perhaps the thought has no value, hut

Then to 
Madeira Islands and West and East Africa. 
Again we. plead for the prayers of God's people 
for the redemption of Africa, and especially that 
Divine direction may be assured in every plan for 
the enlargement of the work under our care.”

After the Pan-Anglican Con- 
gress in June, 1908, I may possibly re-visit Australia, 
and thence find my way back to this diocese before 
Easter, 1909, by way of China, Japan, San Fran- 
cisco, and Panama. To part with those | love 
here will indeed make my heart bleed, but there is 
still a year left, and wherever the call of duty is 
plainly marked out, as in my case, God Himself 
will lead the way, and all will be well.

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Evangelical Principles 


THe object of this great gathering, in which so 
many countries of the world are represented, is, 
I take it, to reassert our faith in the eternal vitality 
of those principles we call Evangelical,—in their 
eternal vitality as grounded in the Word of od. 
thew eternal vitality as answering to the needs of 
man, their eternal vitality as the spring of ever 
new life and revival to the Church, their eternal 
vitality as against the ever-changing theories and 
ems of man’s own devising, by which it is sought 
to supplant this everlasting Gospel of the Bible. 

It may perhaps appear strange to some that 
there should be such a gathering at all. It may 
seem to them a nine days’ wonder that, in 
the beart of the throbbing life of this mighty 
Metropolis, so many reasonably intelligent people 
should be met together to proclaim their faith in 
the undying vitality of that which they had com- 
fortably assured themselves had been smitten to 
death, or at least doomed to hopeless decay, by 
the advancing forces of modern life and civiliza- 
tion. For that, as you know, is undeniably the 
opinion which many in these days entertain. On 
every side you hear voices declaring that the day 
of the old Gospel is past and gone; that science 
has undermined its foundations, that criticism has 
discredited its documents, that the march of dis- 
covery and knowledge of the world's religions have 
widened men’s outlook, and made it incredible, 
that new and grander ideas, as the thought of evo- 
lution, or the conception of the immanence of God 
that much-abused phrase—have displaced its 
outworn doctrines. But still the old ship rides the 
storm, and men's hearts, as we also know, turn as 
of old to the perennial message of God's grace in 
Jesus Christ, and find in it, wherever preached by 
fsithful lips, life and healing as of yore. 

This is the root-fact, let me say in passing, that 
protects the Gospel against failure; it has the 
power of life in it. The Gospel vitalizes ; unbelief 
sterilizes. All history is the confirmation of this 
statement. Unbelief creates, produces, propagates 
nothing, while the Gospel raises up generation 
aſter generation in whose hearts the holy flame is 
kept alive. 

My part in this Conference is to speak on Evan- 


gelical Principles in the Bible. To-use such 


language is to say, in the first place, that the Bible 


is an Evangelical book. To say that, again, is to

say that the Bible contains a Gospel for the world, 
that this Gospel is of God, that it is a Gospel which 
the world needs, and without which it must perish, 
and, furthermore, that this Gospel is of the essence 
of the book —it is the very thing that makes it what 
itis. Now that is what we affirm about the Bible. 
and what we are here to-night to reiterate in face 
of all gainsaying and assertion to the contrary. 
And when I use this word Gospel, | wish you to 
understand that | use it in no other than its familiar 
meaning. The position | make bold to take up is, 
that the Gospel which the Hible contains is, from 
the first page of that book to its last, simply that 
(,ospel of man’s sin, God's mercy, atoning grace, 
free forgiveness, salvation by faith, regeneration 
and renewal by God's Spirit, which is of the essence 
of the scheme of doctrine we ordinarily designate 
Evangelical“ One indirect proof of this—! shall 
come to the more direct proofs immediately—is 
that, whenever men want to get away from this 
particular connection of ideas, they have first of all 
to get away from the Bible. Our modern advo- 
cates of a New Theology dream of nothing so 
antiquated as drawing their doctrines from the pages 
of Scripture. All that, they are urgent to tell us. 
is discredited and done with. The sources of know- 
ledge for the New Theology—the only sources, we 
are told—are the universe and our own souls. It is 
fortunate for these teachers that it is so, for the new 
tenets could assuredly never, by any unbiassed 
study, be got out of the Bible. Man's ruin, Christ's 
redemption, the Spirit’s regeneration, these still 
remain the great heads of Biblical Evangelical 
teaching. 

I will be told, perhaps, that in speaking in this 
way of a Gospel of God in the Bible, I am com. 
mencing at the wrong ible itself, I 
will be reminded, that in these days is being dis- 
credited, and I ought to begin by establishing its 
authority. First prove that the Bible is God's 
book, then go on to speak of its Gospel. But I 
take the liberty to-night to turn the matter round 
about, and to say—it is the fact that the Bible has 
this Gospel in the heart of it which proves to me 
that it is God's book. f? that Gospel is in the 
Bible, | am as sure as | am of my own existence 
that it was not man that put it there. It is too 
high for him: he could not attain to it. The Bible 
reveals man to himself as he could never have 
known himself without its help. It reveals God to 
him in lights and aspects of His grace which it 
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could never have entered the wildest dreams of his 
wnagination to conceive. It embodies that grace 
of God in a divine plan for mand redemption and 
renewal, extending through ages and dispensations, 


and culminating in the Person and work of the Son 


and mission of the Spirit which it is absolutely 
certain ne sinful mind could have invented, or, if it 
could have risen to the idea, could ever have 
incorporated into a history, stretching from the 
heginning to the end of time, as is done in the 
Bible. A book which contains a Gospel like that 
—and this is a thing as verifiable as the facts of 
astronomy or biology —stands in no need of outside 
evidences to prove that it is a book through which 
God speaks with an absolute authority to men. 

How easy it is to verify this Evangelical charac- 
ter of the Bible when we look it its special ideas 
and trace them stage by stage in their gradual 
development, and how futile in the light of such a 
study are the attempts of men to expunge them 
from the Bible, or ascribe to them a merely natural 
origin! Take only one or two of these ideas, for | 
cannot dwell on them at length. 

At the background of every scheme of religious 
thought is the idea of Ged Himself, and the Bible 
is at one, and stands alone, in all its parts, in 
exalting God as a Being of absolute holiness and 
abounding mercy. That is not a thought which 
could originate in the heart of man, for man's 
heart is not holy, and God's mercy is not a truth 
of which, apart from revelation, man has ever 
been able to assure himself. But the Bible com- 
bines the two aspects of God's character in wondrous 
harmony. Judge of all the earth, as Abraham calls 
Him, and Himself pérfect, He cannot but look with 
disapproval and judgment upon sin—cannot but 
declare Himself against it in holy wrath. Yet, on 
the other hand, He is uniformly represented as of 
infinite compassion, tender and merciful, ready to 
forgive, not willing that any should perish, but that 
all should come to Him and live. To rob God in 
some fancied exaltation of Him of these attributes— 
to tone down His holiness, or to deny His grace— 
is to divest Him of the chief glories of His charac- 
ter as exhibited in the Bible, and to take away the 
basis for the kind of Gospel the Old Testament 
foreshadowed, and Christ's Apostles preached. 

Take as a next great idea running through the 
Bible the fact of human si. I refer to this because 
no doubt it is a marked tendency of the age to 
weaken down the idea of sin. It is a feature of 
what is called the New Theology that it tells us 
not to take sin too seriously. It makes merry 
over the absurd notions of “ ordinary church-going 
people,” who actually think of God as “ watching 
and worrying over other and lesser finite beings, 
to wit, ourselves. This God is greatly 


It is not, however, “ ordinary church-going people 
only who regard God as taking sin very seriously. 
That is the view of God given in Scripture from 
its first page again to its last. The Bible is a book 
through which God speaks to man, and in which 
man’s heart, moved by the Spirit, speaks back to 
God. And what God says to man in this book 
always is, that man is a sinner, that be has turned 
aside from his being’s end and aim, and is ruined 
through his unrighteousness. “O Israel, thou 
hast destroyed thyself, but in Me is thy help.” And 
what man’s heart answers back to God is the 
confession that God is righteous in this judgment 
He has passed upon him. Yes, God dees take sin 
very seriously. Sin—the revolt of the creature will 
against the Creator—is the dark, awful, damning 
fact in the condition of man, through all his history 
in time. It is not a thing we need to go far to 


A theology — a scheme for the regeneration of 
the world—which leaves this dreadful fact out of 
its account has not grasped the A B C of its 
problem ! 

Because there is sin in the world, God's Gospel 
of necessity takes the form of a redemption—and 
so through all the Bible runs again the red line of 
atonement. Need | say that this is another idea 
against which the temper of the time is in violent 
revolt. The New Theology blurs the line of 
atonement ; would, if it could, obliterate it. Yet I 
have been struck by observing how deeply this 
idea of atonement enters into much of our litera- 
ture—especially our modern fiction. A sin is 
committed ; a wrong has been done; remorse 
follows ; and there is a yearning desire to do some- 
thing to atone. “Oh, if I could but atone for that 
unkind word, for that base deed, for that cruel act 
which broke another's heart, or wrecked another's 
life.” At any rate, atonement is a key-word of the 
Bible: It is so just because its view of the evil of 
sin is so profound; its vision of the holiness of 


~ God so clear. Atonement is there in law; it is 


there in Gospel. Am I told that the law is a late 
creation ; a post-exilian product. I do not believe 
it. But be it so; the idea of atonement which it 
embodies goes back to the beginning: Is atone- - 
ment not in view when it is told that the iniquity of 
Eli's house shall not be purged by sacrifice or 
offering for ever?

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the features of his description of the iniquity of the 
people being laid on the Holy One, and of His 
soul being made an offering for sin, if not from a 
pre-existent sacrificial ritual. I need not speak of 
the place of atonement in the New Testament. 
Let one verse suffice—a verse perhaps packed with 
as much Gospel truth as any in the Scriptures— 
In whom we have redemption through His blood. 
the forgiveness of sins, according to the riches of 
His grace” (Eph. i. 7). 

Here in thid last verse we have the fountain- 
head of the whole salvation as the Bible declares 
it to us—the grace of God. It is grace, grace, 
grace, in the Bible all through God's love, not 
man’s doings or merits, but free, undeserved par- 
don and acceptance coming to us through Christ's 
redemption. This is the true Evangelical note, 
and « brings us to the last point I can touch upon 
CArist as the centre of the whole. Christ, and the 
Spirit of Christ as the author of regeneration and 
the source of sanctifying grace. It is needless at 
this time of day to argue that the Christ of the 
New Testament, whatever may be said of the 
Christ of the New Theology, is not a Unitarian 
Christ ; it will hardly be contended by U nitarians 
themselves that He is so. Salvation everywhere 
in Scripture is a work needing all the powers and 
resources of Godhead, and a humanitarian Christ 
would be of little avail to accomplish the work 
committed in the Gospel to God's son. Strange 
it is, and a sore jar to Christian feeling, to read 
the language which it is becoming customary in 
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these days to apply in certain quarters to Him 
whom we adore as the Word of God made flesh. 
Take only two specimens which lie before me as | 
am preparing this address. One is from an article 
in a popular magazine furnishing aid to preachers. 
“ But that there is some relation,” says the writer, 
“between the fullest spiritual attainment and 
struggle against imperfection and sin will seem 
evident if one goes far into the lives of such heroes 
as Wesley, Augustine, and Christ, George Eliot. 
Tennyson, and Browning, Angelo, Beethoven, and 
Wagner.’ The other is from a book much com- 
mended as supplying aid to “earnest pastors, mis- 
sionaries, and Sunday School teachers.” And this 
is what it says: “ The Christ, the perfected revela- 
tion, is the supreme demonstration that man, though 
beset by temptations, baffled by obstacles, deserted 
by friends, and maligned by foes, can nevertheless 
by the invincible sword of love and self-sacrifice, 
conquer the world and become one with God, as 
did the peerless Knight of Nazareth.” “ The peer 
less Knight of Nazareth”! Compare this bathos 
with the language of a Paul or a John, and see the 
gulf that lies between them

God has 
chosen familiar things in nature to be emblems of 
great truths, and one of the most striking we carry 
with us. It is the natural body. Christ is the Head. 
and the body are true Christians. St. Paul says in 
1 Cor. xii 27, Non ye are the body of Christ 
and members in particular.’ Consider the union of the 
members with the head. If the limb is not united with 
the head it becomes dead, and so if we are Christians 
we are united with Christ, and suffer if the connection 
is interrupted. The first Christians had all things in 
common, but this did not last, for we soon read of poor 
widows and collections for the Saints. But though we 
have not all things in common, we have many things, 
above all the Hiead, and this union with the Head leads 
us to be connected with all the members, and interested 
in them. | 

Mr. II. Martyn Gooch, General Secretary of the 
British Organization, referred to the great pleasure it 
gave him to respond to Colonel Malcolm's invitation and 
again visit the Langholm Branch. It was an encourag- 
ing thing to see many young people present, for whom 
in the Evangelical Alliance, as in the general oF of 


the Churches, there was great demand. Mr. made 
an carnest appeal to cach one present to tind some 
definite sphere of Christian work, and faithfully carry it 
oat as those who will one day have to render an acewunt 
te Ged. ( ommenting om the principles of the Alliance, 
emphasis was lai! on the fact of Scotland having given 
turth to the movement, which to-day numbers amongst 
its offerte sume of the best known of Scotch laymen. 
including Lord Polwarth (President), Lor! Kinnaird 
(Acting Vice-President), Lord Overtoen, Sir Archibald 
Campbell of Succoth, Bart., The Right Hon. J. A. 
Campbell, II. D. (brother of the Prime Minister), and 
many others. The Alliance in its home and foreign 
branches manifests unity in variety. It is a standing and 
international testimony to the oneness of the true Church 
of Christ, each member of the Alliance adhering to th: 
Church of his or her adoption, and yet all recognizing 
their agreement and having fellowship in the essentials 
of the Christian Faith. Their union was Evangelical in 
every sense of the word, and they had no sympathy with 
those who sought to destroy of belittle the Word of God 
of the saving truths of the Gospel. 

“Mr. Gooch proceeded to give; a must interesting 
account of the Society's operations at home and abroa:l. 
Keference was made to the recent Eleventh International 
Conference held in London last July, the results of 
which had been most satisfactory, encouraging many 
lonely pastors and workers who attended from the 
Continent of Europe and more distant parts, an! open. 
ing the way for new foreign branches. Important and 
succesful efforts had recently been made in the interests 
of religious liberty. In the case of Malta, where the 
Roman Catholic Church sought to maintain supremacy, 
the Alliance had secured religious liberty to the Pro. 
testant section of the community, and efforts were now in 
progress to further urge on foreign Vowers that the time

lands to enjoy the same freedom of worship which i» 
allowed to Roman Catholics in Protestant lands. The 
Alliance had organized the Universa! Week of l’rayer for 
sixty-one years in succession, and if spared until January 
of next year, Christians in one hundred countries would 
be uniting in the universal ptogramme the same being 
printed in many different languages. 

Mr. Gooch closed his address with references to the 
Alliance Bible School in Germany, where students from all 
parts of Europe were in training for evangelistic work ; 
to the recent efforts of the Alliance to counteract the 
teaching of the so-called Ne Theviogy by the issue of 


a series of pamphlets by eminent writers. In the face of 


the daring .assertions of modern unbelief the speaker 
exhorted all to carry out the injunction in the epistle to 


Titus, Hold fast the faithful Word, which alone could 
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Kev. G. W. Jackson referred to the work of the fF van 
gelical Alliance in India, remarking that it was an Indian 
miswonary who originated the Week of I’rayer which is 
held during New Vear week. The work of the Alliance 
was afticipated by the conferences of missionaries in 
India, where all the Churches met on an eyuality in 
fraternal unity. Mr. Jackson finally reveried to the 
primary object of the Alliance—the promotion of Chris. 
tan communion. God's love was twofold, vi. towards 
the sinners a love of compassion, and towards the 
obedieat Christian a love of complacency. Our love was 
threefold and sprang from that of God. viz, supreme 
lowe to God, special love to one another a» brethren. and 
a compassion like that of Christ for a lost world.

Grace Triumphant: 


The Dying Match-seller. 


ABOUT fifteen years ago there was shown into my 
room one afternoon a crippled boy, painfully 
hobbling on crutches, with a little stock of match- 
boxes slung round his neck. As he stood, breathing 
heavily, and very volubly pouring out the tale of 
his wrongs and pains, | felt he was a dying Jan, 
and | offered him a bed here, that he might be 
spared any more buffetings and end his brief time, 
at least, in such peace and comfort as it was in our 
power to bestow. 

His distréssing and humbling history I must not 
expose. I sadly draw the veil over it, and only 
wish I could exorcise its ghoulish features from my 
own memory. Suffice it to say he was an utterly 
homeless waif, like his brother whom we had sent 
to Canada two years before. Hospitals had treated 
his case with all their skill and care ; shelters and 
tramps’ lodging houses had given him a refuge 
from the stormy seas of life on the streets of 
London. How he gasped for every breath, and 
wiped the faintness from his brow! Drath was 
already heralded im his pale ſace, and as he was 
helped into our sick-room, / gladly threw up my 


window to catch such fresh air as Gravel Lane_ 


affords. 
He had been a Sunday School scholar from the 


time he could toddle to the infants’ class. Instead 
of yielding to the kindly influences of Gospel 
teaching, he steeled his heart and became a bitter 
enemy of the cross of Christ, heaping blasphemy 
upon the Saviour's name, and scorn upon His 
servants who patiently sought to win his soul. 
He had an intellect quite above the average, a 
lively imagination, and much force and facility in 
speech in short, the elements of a very dangerous 
and mischievous individuality, when uncontrolled 
by religious or moral principle. So shocking were 
his sentiments and utterances when lying very ill 
in one of the hospitals, that some of his Sunday 
School friends had to cease visiting him. 

His physical state was distressing. Half one 
leg amputated, fearful abscesses, spinal disease, 
\dropsy, and a mortal internal complaint—“ no 
soundness in it. But, oh! how sore it grieved us 
to see the spark of life faintly flickering in that 


wasted frame, and to think of his reckless, im- 
penitent spirit. 

Often we looked at him and yearned over him, 
and one and another felt 


Wr COULD HUT PRAY POR HIM. 


One Sunday evening | took a little service for the 
four boys in the sick room, and spoke from 2 Kings 
v. 1: “he was a leper ;” v. 14, “he was clean.” 
We had a little talk together afterwards. All four 
confessed the truth of the first clause, but only 
the other three could testify that they knew the 
cleansing power of the precious blood of Christ 
applied to them personally. 

My heart was burdened for him. I felt od 
had purposes of sovereign mercy towards him, 
and that the prayers of many were heard—“( 
that Ishmael might live before Thee.” About a 
fortnight afterwards it was my solemn duty to tell 
him that the beginning of the end was come 
4 most there were only a few days and nights 
between him and eternity. It was a surprise to 
him ; he had thought he would get better probably, 
but he exclammed at once how glad he was that 
he had some days ago told the nurse, who watched 
him so tenderly and dealt with him so faithfully, 
that Ae Aad come to the feel of Jesus. 

He had made her promise not to tell anyone, for 
he mistrusted himself, and was afraid in a painful 
and unguarded moment he might bring dishonour 
on the holy name of Christ. In our conversation 
I felt he was truly sheltering himself in Christ as 
the ark of his salvation, but was deeply dissatisfied 
with himself, and feeling the inevitable conflict 


between “the strong man” and the stronger than 


he.” From the case of the dying thief, I tried to 
show him a parallel to his own case—an evil-doer, 
a blasphemer come to his latest hour, repenting of 
his sin, confiding in the Saviour. He could not 
take a step, could not even put forth his hand, 
bound in helplessness to the cross; however, he 
could move his lips, and before the multitude con- 
fess him Lord.“ From that moment the dying 
boy calmly, yet earnestly, even in the worst 
paroxysm of pain, or the dreariest spell of weary 
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tossing, bore unshaken testimony to redeeming 
grace. In the still night-watches the nurse in 
attendance could hear him softly singing — 
O! each time draw me nearer, 
That soon the Come may be 
Nought but a gentle whisper 
To ont quite close to Thee. 

His witnessing over, a letter asking forgiveness 
written, a little sum of money he had saved to- 
wards his passage to join his brother in Canada, 
left. to the Home—nought remained but to wait 
for the release. About ten o'clock two or three 
nights afterwards, a few minutes after we had left 
him, he just sighed his latest breath.

And the temper of the audience was as striking as its 
composition An attempt will be made, in the 
usual fashion, to describe the gathering as a collection of 
ignorant people, who represent nothing but what may be 
called the back-water of theology. It expresses a desire 
to put the Bible in a glass case and protect it from every 
breath of criticism, lest it should die. But almost every 
speaker on Tuesday night protested against such a per- 
version of the facts. No one objects to the closest study 
of the Bible ; and the most courageous criticism cannot 
harm it, any more than the keenest acid can damage 
pure gold. The Higher Criticism itself, in its legitimate 
form, serves the cause of truth; and there are no facts 
it discovers which, if sustained by cenuine historic 
evidence, believers in the Bible do not stand ready to 
accept. The protest of the meeting was against what 
may be called the literary indecencies of that absurd 
version of the Higher Criticism which, by the mere tests 
of the literary judgment, or want of judgment, of the 
critic, breaks the Bible up into a bundle of unrelated
